Shortly after three o'clock yesterday 
afternoon there was a terrific report 
from the distillery, which proved to 
be an explosion of three boilers at 
that place, completely 
demolishing 
the engine room and 
killing 


Kirkle, F. Stanley and Henry Bush- 
man, and probably three more em- 
ployes who have not been found. 
John Yeo, one of J. C. Kelly's teams- 
ters, was fatally wounded. 
Frank 
Brown was also very badly wound- 
ed. 
Twelve men are supposed 
to 
have been i n j u ^ . 
The cause of the 
^plosion is attributed to low water 
in the boilers. 
The boilers were 
thrown quite a distance, one of them 
being thrown nearly a square and fell 
through.the roof of a warehouse. 
It 
is a terrible sight, everything con- 
nected with the boiler rooms torn Into 
atoms. 
The men who were killed and 
wounded could scarcely be recognized, 
so black were they from the blood 
and bruises. 


LATER. 


The fire department was summoned 
immediately and streams were brought 
to play upon the building, as a general 
confiagration was threatened for a 
time. 
The boilers were inspected 
only last Sunday by the inspector of 
the 
Hartford, Connecticut, Boiler 
Inspector Company, with what is 
called the hammer teat, and were re- 
ported to be all right. 
The following 
persons were killed and injured: John 
Brook«, bricklayer, killed; William 
Bergman, killed; F. Stanley, fireman, 
both legs broken and had to be ampu- 
tated; Harvey Day, (colored) buried 
under the debris; Joseph Denney, 
killed; Eugene Mehring, could 
just 
walk home; Willie Kietley, aged fif- 
teen years, lives on corner of Third 
and Wilflon, will die; Henry Dinkle, 
b^dly hurt and will die; engineer 


Charles G. Foote, fortunately for 
himself, was. temporarily absent at 
the time of the explosion and saved 
his life; Henry Wilson, dangerously 
hurt. 


M. Kiley.of 
the Nichols cement 
works, Cincinnati, was putting in as- 
bestas when the explosion took place. 
He was instantly killed and has just 
been recovered from the debris. 


Frank Stanley, assistant engineer, 
has both legs and arms off. The brain 
isoozing from his liead. 
It is re- 
ported that when found he said, 
"Boys, it is all my fault." 
He was 
too badly hurt to give any reasons, 
and in fact the report is. not, entirely 
corroborated and may be untiiie.

The report set forth that 
nothing could be done unless there 
was a canon on the subject. 
Eev. Dr. 
Schenck thought the plan of assess- 
ment impracticable, as it looked as if 
"rectors were expected to get seven 
cents out of the pocket-book of every

If ouï Uvea or property 
were in danger we would go to the 
lawyer. So, if our business or manu- 
facturing industries required any care 
the part of wisdom would prompt us 
to go to the merchant and manufac- 
turer for that light and experience 
needed for its protection as the only 
source left us from which the needed 
information could be had. 
Senator 
Eiton, of Connecticut, a Democratic 
member of the Senate of the United 
States, recognizing the force of this, 
with a view of taking this question 
entirely out of politics, introduced a 
bill in the Senate providing for the 
appointment of a commission of ex- 
perts to take charge' of the whole 
matter and regulate this question in 
the interest of the Government and

the country. 
After its innoduction Senator Eaton 
jeceived petitions signed by more 


from Pennsylvania, and Speaker of a 
Democratic House, says that this bill 
is now on the Speaker's table ready to 
be taken up on the meeting of Con 
greas in December, when it will surely 
be passed by a Democratic majority 
with the probability that not even a 
Republican can be found to vote 
against it, although there are a num 
ber of them free traders.

from $300,000, the lowest, to $3,000, 
000, the highest, it will be seen that 
the Bartlett Manufacturing Company 
with a capital of $350,000 paid, in 
four years out of the seven, no divi 
dend whatever, and for the balance 
respectively 2J, 
and 7 per cent., 
while on the other hand the Lowell 
Manufacturing company, with a capi- 
tal of $2^000,000, paid dividends on 
its capital stock of from 20 per cent., 
the lowest, to 140 per cent., the high 
est dividend, and for the entire seven 
years the dividends were respectively 
20, 40, 45, 50, 70, 90 and 140 per cent, 
and all the forty-eight companies paid 
dividends ranging between the Bart- 
ett, the loïvest, and the Lowell, the 
highest, during this entire period. 


The reason for this difference con- 
sists in the ability of the large and 
wealthy factories, which are earning 
large dividends, to keep a paid agent 
at Washington to lobby in their int^r- 
^ t , while thesmaller^and less wealthy 
who employ in the aggregate far the 
greater number of men, are unable to 
do so, and are, therefore, not so well 
protected. 


Senator Eaton, a New England 
Senator, knowing this, has introduced 
his bill (which passed the Senate) in 
the interest of American labor, giv- 
ing the control of

to experts whose lives have been con-

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THE hint« about the possibility of 
Pennsylyania, with its twenty-nine 
electoral votes, going for Hancock, 
are founded on something more t ^ n 
vague conjecture.
